A curious letter from the Empress Catherine

II of Russia to the Urpud Duke has been
published in the "Transactions of the Eoclesi
astical Academy of Kiel!." In this letter are
lound the following passages:

I have been told by learned rwen that fegypt
at the time of her greatest prosperity excluded
all strangers from her teriitory, and thereby
obtained a reputation for political wisdom.
Follow this example. Like a good father,
protect your family against everything that
could injure it; see that no book, no newspa-
per, no caricature is introduced in Russia of
which you do not approve. The people should
have no opinion bat that of their sovereign.
You should only allow a certain amount oi
enlightenment to penetrate among your sub
jects, none that could prove injurious either
to yourself or to tnem.

M advise you to establish a strict censorship
in every custom house for books coming from
abroad. I could quote books which have done
more harm to sovereigns than a battle or a lost
province.
